NO TRUCE 


. “Mr. Churchill’s answers in the 
House of Commons to-day did not en 
courage any hope of a general election 
in Britain, and it would be difficult 
for the British Cabinet to refuse the 
same extended facilities to Northern 
Ireland. There are, of course, differ- 
ences in the two situations, as there 
is a National Government at West- 
minster, but in Ulster the Administra- 
tion is Unionist and there is no 
political truce. 

“This may give rise to some criti- 
cisms of Unionist domination from the 
Labour benches when the bill comes 
up at Westminster, but I am informed 
that there is not likely to be any 
official opposition to the bill from the 
Labour Party, who are in the awkward 
position that they can hardly support 
extensions of the life of their own 
Parliament and oppose it as a similar 
war measure in Northern Ireland. 

‘If there is no substantial opposi 
tion to the bill, it may be rushed 
through all its stages in one day 
before Parliament adjourns for the 
summer recess.”’

Red Star said that the Luftwaffe 
was still numerically superior in the 
southern fighting on some sectors, 
although it had “‘lost 3,000 ‘planes in 
the last two months.” Behind the 
Bryansk front, where troops were 
harried by Soviet bombers, it was re- 
ported that 500 goods trucks, loaded 
with soldiers, horses, lorries and muni- 
tions, were wrecked, and an important 
railway line damaged at 47 places. 

During the last two days’ violent 
fighting in the Voronezh district Soviet 
troops routed a German infantry divi- 
sion. ‘‘ German losses on this sector 
alone average between 3,000 and 4,000 
men daily.”

SOVIET COMMUNIOUE 


MOSCOW, ‘Tuesday. — ‘l'o-night’s 
Soviet communique states: — Dur.

south-east of Voroshilovgrad. No 
material changes took place on the 
other sectors of the front. 

‘Several inhabited localities have 
been cleared of Germans in the 
Voronezh area, where ten thousand 
Germans were killed by artillery fire 
alone in two weeks’ fighting in one 
sector.” 


INDIA’S THREAT 


Mr. L. 8S. Amery, Secretary for 
India, discussed at a private all-party 
meeting of M.P.s at the House of 
Commons last night, says the P.A. 
Lobby Correspondent, the new position 
created by the Congress Party’s resolu- 
tions and Mr. Gandhi's possible 
campaign of non-co-operation to obtain 
the independence of India, Britain 
may be forced to take drastic action, 
but mass political arrests will be 
avoided if possible.

n Westminster Cathedral the Belgian 
and British National Anthems were 
played. 

The celebrations ended with a recep- 
tion at Grosvenor House, London, 
attended by 1,500 exiles. 

A Reuter Pretoria report states that 
General Smuts, in a message, paid 
tribute to ‘‘the truly immense effort 
of the Belgian Congo to make good the 
losses in raw material suffered by the 
United Nations in the Far East.’’ 

An A.P. report from Leopgpldville, 
Belgian Congo, stated that the day 
was celebrated with a review of troops 
who took part in the Abyssinian cam- 
paign. 

Brussels was patrolled from the early 
hours yesterday, and monuments were 
guarded, as posters on walls reminded 
the people that they were forbidden to 
celebrate Belgium’s Independence Day, 
says a Reuter message from Brussels. 
An order forbade the wearing of 
flowers in the buttonhole or laying 
them on memorials. It expressly for- 
bade any place of work from closing 
down for the day, but schools had a 
holiday, while churches held Te Deum 
Services without sermons. 


BACHELOR’S WALK 
ROAD TO BE WIDENED 


One oí the most important and most 
congested thoroughfares in Dublin— 
Bachelor's Walk—will be widened by 
the Dublin Corporation, to whose 
application at an inquiry held by Mr. 

J. Raftery, Local Government 
Inspector, in the City Hall yesterday, 
for a provisional order to compulsorily 
acquire lands and premises for that 
purpose, no opposition was offered. 

For several years the widening of the 
street at its eastern end has been 
under consideration, and yesterday the 
City Manager (Mr. P. J. Hernon) 
stated that efforts had been made to 
secure the co-operation of property- 
Owners on a compensation basis, but 
they had been unsuccessful. Vehicular 
traffic was impeded by the narrowness 
of the street, and pedestrian traffic had 
been restricted by the use of a large 
part of the footway for a display of 
goods on private property. 


WORST WEEK FOR SHIPS 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday—The U.S. 
War Shipping Administration reported 
to-day that shipping losses during the 
week commencing July 12th were the 
highest since the war began. and that 
sinkings of United Nations vessels

tion.

Southern Ireland resident, and views 
held and accepted as being respectable 
among opposition views of Northern 
Ireland; yet, he was detained in 
Brixton Jail, for ever, as far’ as he 
i could see, because he took the view 


of the average Irish person, who would 
not put his views before Englishmen 
for judgment. ‘I am an Irishman, 
and I am not going before -your 
Advisory Committee,” was the view he 
took. So he is there in prison and 
there he stays. 

Mr. Morrison, Home Secretary, 
replying, said that he was not con- 


cerned with Mr. Healy’s political 
opinions—something happened which 
caused him to believe that it was 


necessary to exercise control over him. 


HARVEST VOLUNTEERS 
MANY UNEMPLOYED GOING 


Negotiations are in progress with the 
Department of Industry and Commerce 
to enable unemploved men who wish 
to spend a month in the country with 
Sluagh na Talmhan, the Land Army, 
to obtain their unemployment 
allowances as usual. 

Unemployed men have been volun- 
teering in large numbers, and would 
offer their services in still larger 
numbers but for two difficulties. One 
is the question of drawing unemploy- 
ment allowances. in the country 
districts; the other is transport. Few 
of them have bicycles, and, since help 
is most urgently needed in places as 
far distant as Cavan, Monaghan, Ros- 
common, Clare and K4#ikenny, the rail 
fares are not inconsiderable. Arrange- 
ments are being made for voluntary 
subscriptions to help them to reach 
their billets in the country. 

A prominent Dublin doctor has 
warned volunteers against overstrain in 
the beginning. The healthy open-air 
country life, coupled with a certain 
amount of manual labour, necessary 
exercise, could not but have a _ bene- 
ficial effect upon people of the towns, 
“but people who spend the greater 
part of the year working in factories 
and offices will have to realise that so 
radical a change is likely to prove 
upsetting unless it is accomplished 
gradually.. People who intend to spend 
their holidays harvesting in the fields 
should take a certain amount of addi- 
tional exercise beforehand to prepare 
themselves for it.” i 

““Above all,” he continued, “' people 
who, through age or delicate consti- 
tution, are physically unsuited for 
hard work, should be very careful not 
to allow their enthusiasm for the 
scheme to cause them to overwork in 
a way which would do them more 
harm than good. 

The farmers have been advised by 
Sluagh na Talmhan to keep this in 
mind, 


CLONDALKIN FIRE 
250 TONS OF STRAW. BURNED 


About two hundred and fifty tons 
of straw, worth approximately £875, 
were destroyed by fire at the Clon- 
dalkin Paper Mills, Clondalkin, Co. 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. The 
straw was stored some distance from 
the main stocks, which, fortunately, 
were not harmed. Production will not 
be affected, as stocks of straw are 
sufficient to last until the next harvest. 

It is not known how the fire began, 
as no one had been working in the 
vicinity for some time. It was first 
noticed by girls working in the cement 
bag factory at about 1.30, and two 
hours later was under control, having 
been fought by the Dublin Fire Bri- 
gade, assisted by military from Bal- 
donnel. One section of the brigade 
consisted entirely of full-time members 
of the Auxiliary Fire Service. 

Throughout last night two lines of 
hose were played on the smouldering 
ricks, as a change in the direction of 
the wind would threaten the 1,800 
tons of straw saved.

MR. DE VALERA'S 
'MESSAGE

EDNESDAY, August 19th, has 
been fixed as polling day for 
the election of local authorities. All 
parties share the belief that these 
elections can be conducted in a 
spirit of patriotic duty, with all the 
seriousness and dignity which the 
times demand, said Mr. de Valera, 
in a message to the electors, broad- 
cast last night. The message states: 

“ The decision to hold the elections 
was made by the Government after full 
consideration of all the circumstances. 

“How long the present emergency 
may last no one can tell. While it 
lasts conditions are more age to grow 
worse than become better. The posi- 
tion in regard to the shortage of paper, 
for example, is not likely substantially 
to improve, nor are the difficulties of 
transport likely to grow less. It would 
be foolish, therefore, to postpone these 
elections in the hope that a more 
favourable occasion might present it- 
self. They are already long overdue, 
and, with the continuance and possible 
intensification of the emergency, the 
responsibilities devolving on the local 
governing bodies will become heavier 
and more difficult of discharge. 


THE CANDIDATES 


“To strengthen them for such 
responsibilities it is desirable that they 
be freshly elected and deliberately 
chosen with such a prospect in mind. 
Only men and women of proved char- 
acter should be put forward as candi- 
dates—men and women of known 
ability, integrity, courage and loyalty, 
who can be depended upon in all cir- 
cumstances to work unselfishly for the 
common good and to co-operate with 
the central government in everything 
that will make for national safety and 
defence. 

‘‘In circumstances like the present 
the people need the best representa 
tives they can find. Patriotic men and 
women must be ready to sacrifice their 
personal desire and come forward as 
candidates, if called upon by their 
fellow-citize ~ to do so. Electors must 
similarly do their duty, and come to 
register their votes on polling day, 
even at considerable inconvenience, 
owing to the transport conditions. 

“ No effort should be spared which 
would raise the prestige or strengthen 
the authority and effectiveness of the 
local governing bodies at the present 
time. On their courage and capacity 
the national future may depend. An 
unrepresentative poll may have serious 
consequences. 

“I feel certain that it is unneces- 
sary to issue a warning agaiust allow. 
ing differences of opinion, however 
sharp, to degenerate into personal bit 
terness or purely partisan controversy. 
The times are much too serious to risk 
any disruption of the splendid unity 
that exists. 

“ All parties share the belief that 
these elections can be conducted in a 
spirit of patriotic duty, with all the 
seriousness and dignity which the 
times demand. I am confident that we 
shall not be disappointed.”’ 


DISSOLVED BODIES

there will be no elections in Clare and 
Dublin County Councils, the Kilkenny

MacEntee, the Minister for Local 
Government, made it clear in a state- 
ment in the Senate that in such cases 
elections for Mayors weuld take place 
at the first quarterly meeting of the 
new Councils. : 


THE CEMENT SHORTAGE 


Despite cement restrictions the seven 
hundred odd houses and four hundred 
flats at present being constructed under 
the Dublin Corporation housing scheme 
will be completed. It is hoped, too, 
to finish four hundred others whose 
foundations have already been laid, 
and, in addition, 
which tenders will be 
week. 

“When these jobs are done, how- 
ever,” an official told the /rish Times 
esterday, ‘‘ do don’t know what will 
appen. We have signed priority 
forms, and understand that we will 
get an allocation. Whether it will be 
sufficient is another matter.” 

To finish the work at present on 
hand between seven and nine thousand 
tons.of cement will be necessary.

ALEXANDRIA, [Tuesday.—Reuter's 
Correspondent here says:—‘‘ For the 
third time in four days the British Navy 
bombarded Mersa Matruh, Marshal 
Rommel’s most advanced ry base, 
early yesterday ge Installations 
were destroyed and shipping in the 
harbour damaged. The target included 
a small! patrol ship and a number of 
other vessels in the harbour. All were 
straddled by bombs and possibly hit. 
No shore opposition was offered to the 
British warships, but the naval ‘planes 
which co-operated met with heavy anti- 
aircraft five. In a desperate attempt 
to ‘ blind’ the warships the Germans 
fired at the flares dropped by the naval 
‘planes, but managed to hit only one 
or two.’’—(Reuter.) 


LAND BASE BOMBED 


CAIRO, Tuesday.—Reuter’s corre- 
spondent here cables:—‘‘ Allied air- 
craft yesterday made large-scale 
attacks on the four landing grounds 
at Fuka—used in the past by British 
heavy bombers as refuelling bases on 
the way to Benghazi. The attack— 
carried out by more than 100 aircraft— 
was highly successful. Barges 
attacked by long-range fighters north- 
east of Sidi Barrami were in a convoy 
consisting of one tanker, three barges, 
two schooners and an E-boat. Two 
barges were set on fire, while smoke 
was seen coming from the tanker 
There were no casualties on our side. 

‘For the first time last night 
Allied aircraft were in action over the 
battle area—medium bombers assisted 
by naval aircraft. and action in the 
desert yesterday was restricted to 
patrol activities. All our positions 
were maintained. In the southern 
sector the British are still on the 
Eltaqa plateau, where there was no 
activity. 

Rome Radio says: “In the northern 
and central sectors Italian and German 
troops have repulsed several enemy 
thrusts, destroying several tanks, The 
British Command is concentrating all 
its available forces from the Middle 


East, in addition to the abundant 
material supplied by America.’’— 
(Reuter.) 


MR. CHURCHILL AND 
“SEWS 
MESSAGE TO U.S. MEETING 


NEW YORK, Tuesday.—A message 
from Mr. Churchill was read to-night 
at a meeting of 20,000 Jews in Madison 
Square Gardens to demonstrate against 
the treatment of Jews in 
occupied Europe. ‘‘ You are meeting 
i this evening to condemn the Hitler 
atrocities in Europe and to ofter all 
assistance to the United Nations in the 
war on the Axis,” the message said. 
“You will recall that on Octeber 25 
last year President Roosevelt and I 
expressed the horror felt by all 
civilised peoples at Nazi butcheries 
and terrorism. Our resolve is to place 
retribution for those crimes among the 
major purposes of this war. 

“The Jews were Hitler's first 
victims, and ever since they have been 
in the forefront of resistance to Nazi 
aggression. Throughout the world the 
Jewish communities have made their 
contribution to the cause of the United 


Nations, and, on behalf of His 
Majesty’s Government, J] welcome 
your determination to help as 
gladly as I acknowledge the eager 


EMMA, which the Jews in Pales- 
tine, above all, are already giving. 
Over 10,000 are now serving with the 
British Forces in the Middle East; 
over 20,000 have enrolled in police 
formations in Palestine, and, as in this 
country, great numbers are employed 
in industries and in various services 
for civil defence.”’

“NAVAL FIGHT IN- 
CHANNEL 


FLAK SHIPS ATTACKED 


SMALL patrol of British light 
coastal craft attacked a 
strong force of German armed 
trawlers and powerfully equipped 
flak ships in the English Channel 
off Cape Gris Nez early yesterday. 
The British Admiralty communiqué 
states:—‘‘In the early hours of this 
morning a small patrol of our light 
coastal craft, under the command of 
Lieut. H. P. Cobb, R.N.V.R., made a 
contact: with the enemy off Cape Gris 
Nez. The enemy consisted of a strong 


armed flak ships. 

‘‘It was found that this enemy force 
was covering the passage of a supply 
ship which was creeping up the 
Channel close to the enemy’s coast. 

‘‘Despite great disparity of force, 
our patrol at once attacked. A some- 
what confused action followed, in 
which one of the enemy trawlers was 
set heavily on fire and other enemy 
ships, including the supply ship, sus- 
tained a large number of hits. As a 
result of this action. the enemy 
abandoned his intention of procteeding 
up Channel. turned back to the west- 
ward and sought shelter in harbvur 

'“One of our motor gunboats was 


heavily hit and set on fire, and “he 
Board of Admiralty regrets to an- 
nounce that she must be considered 
lost. The remainder of our patrol re- 


turned to its base. The next-of-kin of 
casualties are being informed as soon 
as possible.”’

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COST OF LIVING UP 


The cost of living in Ireland 
increased by 9 per cent. during the last 
twelve months, as shown in a table 
of figures prepared by the Department 
of Industry and Commerce. During 
this period the increased price of 
clothing has mainly contributed to the 
existing conditions, but foodstuffs 
have also risen in price, and the fol- 
lowing are some of the commodities, 
the cost of which has shown an 
appreciable rise during the last three 
months—from mid-February to mid- 
May. 

Sirloin of beef, 1d. per lb.; Irish 
streaky bacon, 3d. per lb. ; pig’s heads, 
lid. per lb.; pork sausages, 3d. per 
lb. ; Irish creamery butter, 2d. per lIb., 
and Rangoon rice, 24d. per lb. 

On the other hand, eggs are cheaper 
by 53d. per doz. Certain kinds of fish 
are also slightly cheaper, and the price 
of bread and oatmeal has remained 
" unchanged. 


NEW DANCE-HALLS 


It is unlikely that any new dance- 
halls will be opened during the 
emergency, or, if they are, they may 
have to be lighted by candles. 

Dances held in marquees will come 
under the same restrictions. 

An /rish Times reporter learned 
yesterday that, while the ordinary 
dances and dance-halls, which use no 
more current than any -of the other 
entertainments, will continue, for the 
present at any rate, to operate under 
normal conditions, the Electricity 
Supply Board does not look with 
favour upon the opening of new halls, 
and will hardly grant permission for 
the installation of electric apparatus 
either in them or in marquees which 
have not been in the habit of using 
electric power.

CEMENT TRADE CRISIS 
DEPUTATION TO MINISTER 


Cork members of the Federation of 
Building and Allied Trades Em és 


ill join in a deputation from the 
National Council of the Federation, 


which will be received by the Minister 
for Supplies this afternoon, in connec- 
tion with the cutting off of cement 
supplies. It was stated in Cork yes- 
terday that cement will probably be 
made available to builders to finish 
‘obs on ‘hands at the moment, but 
Levend that the prospect of further 
supplies is distinctly gloomy. 

uilders interviewed in Cork yes- 
terday were of the opinion that if 
further supplies of cement were not 
forthcoming the industry would receive 
a death-blow. It was claimed that the 
building industry in this country 1s 
second only to agriculture, from the 
standpoint of the numbers employed 
and the amount paid out in wages. 
Asked if any substitute could be 
found for cement, one builder replied 
that lime mortar, which was plentiful, 
could be used with the bricks, but it 
did not give such a strong job as 
cement. Most of the buildings here 
were made of concrete blocks, which 
were cheap and easy to handle. Bricks 
were more costly, and required more 
skilled men, as well as a longer time 
to complete a job, plus increased trans- 
port costs. 


£50,000 SCRIPS - 


Scrips representing £50,000 were found 
scattered around the house of a Cashel nan 
who was found dead in bed on June 22 
last, said Mr. Martin J. Connolly, K.C., 
to Mr. Justice Hanna, in the High Court, 
Dublin, yesterday, when applying tor a 
limited grant of administration of the estate 
to the dead man’s first cousin, Christopher 
Griffin, Friar street, Cashel.
